REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As addressed 
by applicant in the reply, the prior art failed to teach or suggest that the method of 
producing a complex structure which included connecting faces of two structures 
brought together where a mechanical force to each structure before being brought into 
contact so that the respective faces are convex and concave and a tangential stressed 
state difference creates a predetermined stress state with the assembly under 
subsequent processing conditions relative to the assembly conditions. Applicant's 
arguments relative to the prior art applied and of record have been found to be 
persuasive.
